7. That Plaintiff sustained significant permanent injuries in the subject accident and 
has incurred economic damages in excess of $200,000. 

8. That Plaintiff would be significantly prejudiced should this Honorable Court 
dismiss Plaintiffs case, as the statute of limitations would prevent Plaintiff from refiling a 
Complaint.
